Pilot Boats Sound First Note 


of Welcome. 


GLAD TO GET HOME AGAIN 


Vessel Anchored Inside Sandy 


Hook—For the First Time in 
Years an Admiral's Salute of 
Seventeen Guns Fired— The 
Manila Hero Visited on Board 
Ship by Many,' Among Them 
Admiral Sampson, Sir Thomas 
Lipton and Others—Governor 
Will Go Out Today; Afeo the 
Reception Committee—Evades 
All Discussion Concerning Pol- 
itics or Military Operations in 
the Philippines—The Admiral 
is Deeply Touched a* the Ex- 
tensive Preparations to Greet 
Him, of Which He Was Total- 
ly Unaware Until He Reached 
Home—The Sailors All Happy. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—Much to the 


surprise of every: one in the city, the 
Olympia, with Admiral Dewcy 
.on 


board, arrived off Sandy Hook light- 
ship at 5:55 this morning. 
The Olym- 


pia sailed from Gibraltar - September 
10th. 
There was a heavy mist on the 


sea and at first the marine observers 
were Inclined to think the vessel sight- 
ed might be the Chicago. Rear Admiral 
Huwlson'-s flagship, hardly .believinc 
Dewey would arrive two days ahead OE 


. ..time. . The .-doubt was soon 
cleared 
away, however, and as passing- vessels 
recognized the flagship from Manila 
hay there was a continuous blowing of 
whistles In salute. 
The flaEShip' came up to the lower 


bay and anchored inside Sandy Hook. 
As soon as the anchor was dropped an 
orderly was sent ashore with dispatch- 
es from the Admiral and othur officers. 
He said the ship had had a j.teasant 
trip across the Atlantic and that all 
on board were well and glad to be home 
again. 
The Admiral's early arrival was a 
matter of great concern to the city au- 
thorities who are arranging for New 
York's official 
welcome. 
Secretary 
Foster, of the reception committee, 
went to the city hall early and at once 
Issued a call for a special meeting of 
the committee. 
Mayor Van TVyck hurried to his office 
where he found the following telegram: 


"Olympia arrived this mornine. Will 
go to Tompklns-ville tomorrow. 
"GEOROE DEWEY." 


The mayor authorised the calling to- 
gether all of the city's committtecH 
and telegrams were sent out calling on 
members of the plan and scope com- 
mittee and the various sub-elmmittees 
tn. meet as quickly as possible at the 
Olty Hall. 
The Randy Hook steamer Monmouth 


passed the Olympia this moraine and 
those on board of her were the lirst to 
see Admiral Dewey. One of the Men- 
mouth's passengers said: 


"We saw Admiral Dewey quite plain- 
ly. ' He stood alone on the quarterSeck 
of the war ship. 
Fifteen feet behind 


him stood eight of his officers In uni- 
form. 
The Admiraf alone of all • the 


men on board the ship acknowledged 
the cheer of the passengers and crew 
of tho Monmouth. 
He raised his hat 
continuously, 
bowing and smiling. 
The ship looked in fine trim, considering 
her long voyage, but the exterior of 
the hull was seamed 
with 
rusty 
streaks." 


Today, for the flret time In 
many 
years, an admiral's salute was fired In 
New York bay. 
Fort Hancock salut- 
ed with 17 guns when the Olympia pass- 
ed, nomine in. 
• There was no demonstration- of 
official character i» Rear Admiral 
Sampfion's fleet of Tompklnsville, when 
the news of the Olympla's arrival wa: 
received. . I trhad been'-planned that one 
'of 'the-'flc^t..prftbaLbly'.Uie 'Te'*as. would 
go down to" the" Hook and escort the 
Admiral's flagship to her anchorage 
inside the. Hook but of course that had 
to b<* abandoned. 
When thft Olympia reaches the upper 


bay, Admiral Bewey will find that the 
quarantine station will bo

witli 1500 red. white and blue electric 
lights. 
On the terrace are letters nine 


feet high spelling "Welcome Home." 
They are set ac&inat a natural back- 
ground of green and snow* white in the 
day time, and will be lighted with elec- 
tricity at night. 


When the arrival of the Olympia was 
made known this morning the recep- 
tion committee at once communicated 
with Rear Admiral Philip at the 
Brooklyn navy yard and requested him 
to have all the mall which was await- 
ing the crew and officers of the Olympia 
conveyed to that vessel. 
Rear Ad- 


miral Philip detailed Lieutenant Dewey 
who is n neph«w of the Admiral and is 
attached to the receiving ship Vermont, 
to go on th« navy yard tug; Traffic, and 
proceed t» Sandy? Hook to meet 
the 
Olymi'ia. 
The tup carried besides the 


mail, thu Manila medals for the officers 


and crew, and the silver service for the 
officers, presented by the town of Olym- 
pia. 'Washington, and the Ijewey shield 
for the battk-ship.

This Year in the Matter of 


Selling Old Rails.

The feeling is Ri-owlng among larse 


inU-restu that prices have risen close 
tu i ho danger point If ,ln fact, they 
hfive not gone beyond it. 
Much has 


been made uf the fact that demand ap- 
parently continues 
unabated, 
that 


heavy premiums are being paid for 
prompt delivery In nearly all lines ana 
that very large sales of pie iron have 
been made for next year. 
All this Is 


true, and it la certain, too, that we are 
to have an active winter, because the 
orders on hand now make that cer- 
tain. 


But consumers are still running very 


largely on relatively cheap material 
and if even 95 per cent of the tonnage 
for next year were taken at present 
figures, the odd 5 per cent would force 
a decline to a more conservative basis. 
The supply is increasing in two ways— 
the production of metal and the mar- 
keting of odd material is increasing 
and the greater part of the export 
trade, equivalent to about 1.000,000 tons. 
Is being cut off and the material'divert- 
ed to our own market. 


On the other hand it is too much to 


expect that the doubling of prices will 
not adversely affect consumption, even 
if It be true that a prosperous man can 
Uetier afford to pay double prices now 
than a poor one could buy anything at 
any price a year ago. 
In fact, it is a 


very interesting question whether to- 
ivard spring a temporary decline in 
•consumption might not prove very wel- 
come. 
Even now long headed pig 


uiakeis in the Central West are. con- 
tracting for the shipment by rail of 
iron ore from the Lake Superior ranges 
because there is serious danger of 
shortage before the l&OO season opens. 
It is this which puts pressure on the 
Bessemer pig market. 


Much is made of the argument that 


costs have increased largely and are 
bound to advance further. 
As com- 


pared with the advance in price this 
addition In cost is relatively small for 
the southern pig iron manufacturers, a 
strong point in their favor. 


For the Central West a good deal 


hinges on the lake ore. situation. The 
ore-mines have not had even a modest 
ahare of this year's great prosperity. 
They will demand and will ge some- 
thing next year, and even now an ad- 
vance of 11 per ton is spoken of as a 
minimum of the price of ore, 
which 


fully 50 cents additional to the freight 
rate. 
As for coke, nothing can be 


said, since the'policy of the producers 
has not been outlined: 12.60 at the oVen 
Is regarded as a. possibility, while the. 
price may be $3 or more. These addi- 
tions to cost would only apply to "those 
who do not control their own materials, 
and they are the minority, counting by 
tonnage. 


The great p'roducers would only he 


partially affected. 


Under the circumstances everything 


which tends to throw light upon the 
situation, so far as finished goods are 
concerned, deserves the-closest atten- 
tion. 
In this regard the rail situation 


is especially interesting. 
We under- 


stand that the sales for next year's de- 
livery by western and eastern mills 
figure up close to 200,000, tons.. 
The 


western mills-started taking orders at 
$29 and have now advanced their prices 
to $33, while the feastern* mills began 
with J28 and arc now demanding the 
same figure. We do not hear of any 
opposition to these figures which would 
compensate the rail 
mills for this 


year's poor work, when the bulk of the 
orders were taken at the range of 116 
to 920 at mill. 
The railroads this year 


certainly did'well. 
We know of in- 


stances where the roads are getting 
more money i 
i the track for the old 


rails which they are taking up now 
than the new rails cost them which 
•they are laying down.

requisition was made on the treasury 
for 140, but before the money was re- 
ceived investigation uncovered the fact 
that the native was acting as an agent 
for an American soldier who had cap- 
tured the gun in action and wanted to 
dispose of it at government figures to 
the military authorities. 


In view of the disinclination of the 


natives to sell their guns, it is evident 
that the revolution is not so much con- 
fined to the upper ranks as has been 
believed. 
Were the sol^era not in 


sympathy with their superior officers, 
It is said by army officers that they 
would certainly have surrendered in at 
least small numbers as they have am- 
ple opportunity to reach the American 
lines without detection.

TORONTO, Ont., Sept. 22.^-Goldwin 


Smith, writing In a local, paper, says: 


"Nothing could show the extent to 


which the head of Columbia has been 
turned by the war more than her ador- 
ation of the hero Dewey. 
What did 


the hero Dewey.and his cdmrades do? 
They sat in almost perfect safety and 
destroyed at long range a line of help- 
less tubs, with some hundreds of the 
poor Spaniards who manned them, and 
who alone had any opportunity 
showing heroism on the occasion.

perfectly secure did the Americans feel 
that they adjourned to breakfast in the 
middle of their sport. There was not 
among them a single casualty and had 
they all gone tig*>r hunting, one casu- 
alty at least probably would have oc- 
curred.

Repudiation by Spain 
if these bonds will probably cause the 
Kind holders to turn to this country 
or redress, but It can be stated au- 
horitatlvely that the administration 
onsiders Spain alone responsible. 
As far as this country is concerned 
he question of the Cuban bonds 
ettled at Paris by the American com- 
missioners, who emphatically refused 
o admit the claim set up by Spain 
hat Cuba was responsible for the debt 
ncurred for the "good administration" 
n that island. 
At that time the Spanish commis- 
onera argued that "It would be con- 
rary to the moat elementary notions 
F justice and Inconsistent with the 
ictates of universal conscience of 
tankind for a sovereign to lose ail its 
ight over a territory and the inhab- 
ants thereof, and despite this to con- 


» bound by the obligation she had 


ontracted exclusively for their regime 
nrt government." 
They further declared that th^ Span- 
sh-American republics without excep- 
on after Spain had relinquished sov- 
relgnty over them, recognized and as- 
umed as their own debts which had 
een contracted by the Spanish gov- 
rnment. 
The American commissioners flatly 


-efused to .entertain the proposition 
that provision be made In the treaty 
for Cuba to assume the debt Incurred 
by the mother country for the purpose 
of waging war against the inhabitants 
of the island. In an extensive review 
of the Spanish bond issue it was shown 
that bonds aggregating $331,000,000 were 
issued and attributed to the "Cuban 
debt." 
The American commissioners 


then repudiated responsibility for the 
payment of the debt in these words: 
"From no point of view can the debts 
described be considered as the local 
debts of Cuba or as debts incurred for 
the benefit of Cuba. 
In no sense are 


their obligations properly chargeable 
to that island. 
They are debts cre- 


ated by the government of Spain for 
its own purposes and through Its own 
agents. In whose creation Cuba, had no 
•oice. 
.' 


"Prom the moral point of view the 


proposal to impose them upon Cuba is 
equally untenable. 
If, as is some- 


times asserted, the struggles for Cuban 
independence have .been carried on and 
supported by a minority of the people 
of thb Island, to impose upon the in- 
habitants as a whole the cost ot sup- 
pressing- the insurrections would tie to 
punish the many for the deeds of the 
few. 
If, on the other hand, those 


struggles have, as the'American .com- 
missioners maintain, represented th* 
hopes and asuiratlons of the body of 
the Cuban people, to crush the in- 
habitants by a burden created by 
Spain in the effort to oppose their in- 
dependence would be even more unjust,

The Englishmen state further that 


Lieutenant J. C. Gilmore- and the cap- 
tured boat's from the Torktown are 
still at Bigan. but will be released later 
In accordance with the decision of the 
Filipino congress and. the subsequent 
decree of AgulnaldO providing for the 
surrender of all American prisoners. . 


The admitted purpose of the Filipinos 


in thus freeing the Americans Is to im- 
press foreign powers.

men say that Lieutenant Gilmore and 
his men. are not being treated well. 
They are only receiving 20 cents a day 
each for rations. 
The released Eng- 


lishmen assert that three Americans 
wlio were taken prisoners have accept, 
ed commissions in the Insurgent army.

and was served on Gartenlaub & Pratt 
In this city yesterday by Deputy Unit- 
ed States Marshal Bousi. 
The de- 


fendants are commanded to appear be- 
fore Judge DfcHaveu nexi Monday to 
show cause why a temporary injunc- 
tion should not be issued restraining 
them from making, using or selling the 
seeding machines containing and em- 
bracing the Inventions, or any of them, 
patented in the claims of George C. 
LaDue. 
The claims, which It is al- 


leged. are being Infringed upon are 
Nos. 1, 2, 3. 4 and 5 of United States 
Letters Patent No. 513,834. 


The complaint further sets forth that 


Gartenlaub and Pratt are using a cer- 
tain seeding device patented by Carey 
S. Fox, which, the complainants 
al- 


lege, Is Included in the patent issued to 
I.a.Duf>. 
The suit Is brought on the 


papers In the ease of the Fruit Clean- 
ing Company vs. the Frosno 
Home 


Packing Company and also on the affi- 
davits of Thomas H. Lynch, R. D. Chit- 
tpnden, A. C. Freeman and A.J. Hecht- 
mofi. 


One o£ the most interesting papers in 


the case IB the affidavit of Thomas H. 
Lynch, In which he describes the secret 
device for seeding raisins which he al- 
leges is being used by Gartenlaub and 
I'rat't in violation of the provisions of 
the letters patent issued to 
LaDue. 


Among other things Mr. Lynch says: 


"That said machines contain a car- 


rier rull provided with a series of 
points, or teeth spaced t'o engage the 
seed of the fruit. 
This impaling or 


perforating roll receives the unseeded 
fruit from a hopper! 
Engaging the 


said impaling or perforating roll is an 
upper rubber frictional roll. 
As the 


unseeded fruit is fed from the hopper 
to the surface of the Impaling roll the 
rotation of the latter carries the fruit 
underneath the rubber frictional roll 
mentioned and the pressure thereby 
produced causes the fruit to be impaled 
to a limited extent upon, the points of 
the teeth of the impaling roll. 


"Immediately" below the said rubber 


frictional roll is another roll of smaller 
diameter adjustibly. mounted and ar- 
ranged to be rotated nearer to the im- 
paling roll than the first rubber frie- 
tional Toll, «o that as the fruit par- 
tially impales on the teeth of the car- 
rier roll and passes underneath this 
second roll the pressure thereof causes 
the fruit to be further impaled upon 
the teeth and below- this second press- 
ure roll is another pressure roll sim- 
ilar to It, adjustlbly mounted and still 
nearer to the carrier roil so that it acts 
to still further, .impale the fruit on the 
teeth of the. (terrier. roll.

This Tear. 


The State University Devoticg At- 


tention to the Mischievous 


Creatures. 


from Friday's Dully. 


W. T. Clark, a field operator of the 


State University, has been in this city 
for the last couple of days, looking into 
the thrips pest, which he has learned 
from inquiry and observation has been 
more hurtful this year than any pre- 
ceding season. 
Thus far a thorough 


means of exterminating the thrips is 
as far from discovery as ever. 


None ot the various devices has been 


found successful, as is evidenced by 
the increase of the hoppers. No preda- 
tory Inserts have been found that will 
devour them and none will be discov- 
ered in all likelihood, for the reason 
that.the thrips has a hard scaly Itaok 
that does not make Inviting food. 


Fro.sno. rouny stands by 
itself 
in 


Scaling with the pest and the irit-ilintt 
tif making the hoppers uncomfurtaMf 
will have to found here, if at all. 
In 


n t her sections they arc killed by se- 
vere frosts, such as do not orcur here. 
Last year the hoppers did compara- 
tively little damage, for the reason thnt 
the exceptionally heavy frosts put the 
kibosh on the moat of them. 


Mr. Cl.irk has found from his obser- 


vations thnt It is the 
thin skinned 


i;rapes that suffer the most 
at 
the 


hands—or rather 
the 
beak—of 
the 


thrips. 
The winged insects always at- 


tack the under side of the leaf. Insert- 
ing their beak and sucking out the 
julre. 
The vine really loses more vi- 


tality, 
however, from 
evaporation 


through the puncture made by 
the 


beak. 


Mr. Clark stated last night that he 


had no means of exterminating 
the 


hoppers to suggest. He was here mere- 
ly on an observation trip. 
He knows 


all about the thrips' life, but very little 
about Its death.
